Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Counsel discussed, in general, what he believed to be the difference 
between the instantly claimed invention and in the system of Traynor et al. Specifically, Counsel argued that the source 
of irradiation provided by the Runs of Traynor et al was UV vs. gamma rays per the claimed invention and therefore the 
adhesive coating subjected to irradiation with UV rays would not constitute sterilization within the scope of the claimed 
invention. Counsel proposed to limit the claim(elected invention) to the specific radiation-resistant agent and/or recite 
the specific source of radiation, viz., gamma rays, used in sterilizing the adhesive product. Counsel was advised that 
any determination of patentability would be made when the arguments coupled with the claim amendment(s) have 
become an official part of the record and only in an RCE .
